Chicago, June 5.—In reply to the 


Charges made in the Neill-Reynolds re- 
part of their investigation of the pack- 
Ing plants and President Roosevelt's 
message' to Congress, a joint statement 
has been issued by eight of the big 
packing establishments of Chicago.. , 


In their statement the packers say 


that their plants are kept clean; their 
methods of manufacture.are sanitary] 
their products wholesome and that for 
years doctors, chemists, sanitarians 
and official investigators from practi- 
cally every civilized-nation on earth 
who have made examinations of the 
manner in which the meat packing 
plants are conducted, have been en- 
tirely satisfied in every instance with 
the conditions existing in that indus- 
try. Despite this fact, the packers as- 
sert that they stand ready to adopt 
any practical suggestion in the line of 
improvement. The packing companies 
who affixed their signatures to the 
statement are Armour & Company, 
Swift & Company, Nelson Morris & 
Company, G. H. Hammond company, 
Omaha -Packing 
company, Anglo- 


American Provision company, Libbey, 
McNeill & Libb.-y and Schwarzschild, 
Sulzberger & Company.-; The packers

Every animal or car 
cass that does not pass this rigid in- 
spection is condemned and disposed 
of, under the personal supervision of 
the United States department of agri- 
culture.

That these are the facts is re- 
luctantly admitted in their report, but 
even this slight reassurance to th» 
public is almost buried in the tall and 
of what they have written.

This phase of ttie^question can 
not be evaded. At the 'risk of being 
accused of trying to hide.behind the

-packers, but at every farmer who 
raises a hog, sheep or steer for mar-

Every attempt is being made by the 


leaders of the mine workers to hold 
the men in check, but the failure to 
pay strike benefits, coupled with their 
straightened circumstances and the 
outbreak of Monday morning, have had 
the effect of inciting the foreign ele- 
ment to desperate measures. 


The militia force now at the mining 


region is a very strong one. 
Two 


regiments are on duty, the Fourth and 
Eighth. Each infantry company re- 
ceived 1,000 rounds of ammunition on 
its arrival at Bradley.

Declares Conditions At 


ing Houses Are 


Revolting 


Washington, June 5. — President 


Roosevelt wants a thoroughv inspec- 
tion of meat products from hoof to can 
at the packing houses. He urges it in 
bis special message to congress, and 
advises the enactment of the Bev- 
eridge amendment to the agricultural 
appropriation bill. 


This message was sent to congress 


with the report made to him on con- 
ditions at the racking houses as found 
by Charles P. Neill and J. B. Reynolds, 
who were specially commissioned to 
make a rigid inspection. 


Following Is the 
full text of the 


president's message: 


I transmit herewith the report of 


James Bronsyn Reynolds and Commis- 
sioner Charles P. Neill, the special 
committee whom I appointed to inves- 
tigate into the conditions in the stock 
yards of Chicago and report thereon 
to me. This report is of a preliminary 
nature. I submit it to you now be- 
cause it shows the urgent need of im- 
mediate action by the congress in the 
direction of providing a drastic and 
thorough going inspection by the fed- 
eral government of all stock yards and 
packing houses and of their products 
so far as the latter enter into inter- 
state or foreign commerce. The con- 
ditions shown by even this short in- 
spection to exist in the Chicago stock 
yards are revolting. It is imperatively 
necessary in the interest of decency 
that they should be radically changed. 
Under the existing law it is wholly im- 
possible to secure satisfactory results. 


When my attention was first direct- 


ed to this matter an investigation was 
made under the bureau of animal in- 
dustry of the 
department of agricul- 


ture. When the 
preliminary state- 


ments 
of this 
investigation 
were 


brought to my attention they showed 
such defects in the law and such 
wholly unexpected conditions that I 
deemed it best to have a further im- 
mediate investigation by men not con- 
nected with the bureau; and accord- 
ingly appointed Reynolds and Neill. It 
was impossible under the existing law 
that satisfactory work should be done 
by the bureau of animal industry. I am 
now, however, examining the way in 
which the work actually was done.

nolds and Neill, I had directed that 
labels placed upon any package of 
meat food products should state only 
that the carcass of the animal from 
which the meat was taken had been in- 
spected at the time of slaughter. If in- 
spection of meat food products at all 
stages of preparation is not secured by 
the passage of legislation recommend- 
ed, I shall feel compelled to order that 
inspection labels and certificates on 
canned products shall not 
be used 


hereafter. 


The report shows that the stock 


yards and packing houses are not kept 
even reasonably clean, and that the 
method of handling and preparing food 
products is uncleanly and dangerous 
to health. Under existing law the na- 
tional government has no power to en- 
force inspection of the many forms of 
prepared meat food products that are 
daily going from the packing houses 
into interstate commerce. Owing to an 
inadequate appropriation the depart- 
ment of agriculture is not even able to 
place inspectors in all establishments 
desiring them. The present law ..pro- 
hibits the shipment of uninspected 
meat to foreign countries, but there is 
no provision forbidding the shipment 
of uninspected meats in/ interstate 
commerce, and the avenues of inter- 
state commerce are left open to traf- 
fic in diseased or sptiled meats. 
If, 


as has been alleged on seemingly good 
authority, further evils exist, such as 
the Improper use of chemicals and 
dyes, the government lacks power to 
remedy them. A law Is needed which 
will enable the inspectors of the gen- 
eral government to inspect, and super- 
vise from the hoof 
to the can the 


preparation of the meat food product. 
The evil seems to be much less in the 
sale of dressed carcasses than in the 
sale of canned and other prepared 
products, and very much less as re- 
gards products sent abroad than as 
regards those used at home. 


In my judgment the expense of the 


Inspection should b.e paid by a fee 
levied on each animal slaughtered. If 
this is not done, the whole purpose of 
the law can at any time be defeated 
through aajnsufficient appropriation; 
and whcnover there was no particular 
public interest in the subject it would 
be not easy but natural thus to make 
the appropriation insufficient. 
If 
it- 


were net for this 
consideration, I 


should favor \ the- government paying 
for the inspection. 


The alarm expressed in certain quar- 


ters concerning this feature should be 
allayed by a realization of the fact 
that in no case, under such a law, -will 
the cost of inspection exceed eight 
cents per head. 


I call special attention to the fact 


that this report is preliminary and 
that the InresUfattoa 
is still 
«n- 


flBltbe*. It la M* yetpoaalWe to i* 


coBB«ctkw wltk eao&lair.'aa* 
1kg meat' product*, aSroa tli« alleced 
doctorlnc la this fashion of tainted 
meat and of product* returned to the 
packers as having grown unsalable or 
unusable from age or from other- Ma- 
sons. Grave allegations are made in 
reference to abuses of this nature. 


Let me repeat that under the pres- 


ent law there practically is no method 
of stopping these abuses if they should 
be discovered to exist Legislation is 
needed in order to prevent the possi- 
bility of all abuses in the future. If 
no legislation is passed, then the ex- 
cellent results accomplished by the 
work of this special committee 
will 


endure only so long as the memory of 
the committee's work is fresh, and 
recrudescence of the abuses is abso- 
lutely certain. 


I urge the immediate enactment into 


law of provisions which will enable 
the department 
of 
agriculture ade- 


quately to inspect the meat and meat 
food products "entering into interstate 
commerce 
and 
to 
supervise 
the 


methods of preparing the same and to 
prescribe the sanitary conditions under 
which the work shall be performed. I 
therefore recommend to your 
favor- 


able consideration and urge the enact- 
ment of substantially the provisions 
known as senate amendment .Number 
29, to the act making appropriations 
for the department of agriculture for 
the fiscal year ending June 30,1907, as 
passed by the senate, this amendment 
being commonly known as the Bev- 
eridge amendment. 


Report on Packing Houses. 


The report by J. B. Reynolds and C. 


P. Neill is based on the investigation 
they made covering 2^ weeks. 


The report says that in many of the 


rooms where water is used freely the 
floors are soaked and slimy and the 
dark and dingy rooms are naturally 
not kept suitably clean. An absence 
of cleanliness was found everywhere 
in the handling of meat being pre- 
pared for the various meat food prod- 
ucts. The parts that are sent 
from 


the cooling room to these departments 
where various terms of meat products 
are prepared, are handled with no re- 
gard whatever for cleanliness. The 
workers climb over heaps of meat, se- 
lect the pieces they wish and frequent- 
ly throw them down upon the dirty 
floor beside their bench. 


"In a word," t*e report says, "we 


saw meat shovelled from filthy wood- 
en floors, piled on tables rar%ly 
washed, pushed from room to room in 
rotten box carts, in all of which pro- 
cesses it was in the way of gathering 
dirt, splinters, floor filth, it was 
always the reply that this meat would 
afterwards be cooked, and that this 
sterilization would prevent any dan- 
ger from its use. A very considerable 
portion of the meat so handled is sent 
out as smoked products and in the 
form of sausages, which are prepared 
to be eaten without being cooked. A 
particularly glaring instance of un- 
cleanliness was found in a room where 
the best grade of sausage^was being 
prepared for export." 


The report says th"at the radical de- 


fect in the inspection system is that it 
is confined at present by law to pass- 
ing on the healthfulness of animals at 
the time of killing, but that the meat 
used in sausage and the various forms 
of canned products and other prepared 
meat foods goes through many 
pro- 


cesses, in all of which there is a pos- 
sibility of contamination through un- 
sanitary handling and further danger 
through the use of chemicals. During 
all these processes there is no govern- 
ment inspection, although these prod- 
ucts \vhen sent out bear a label stating 
they have been passed upon by gov- 
ernment inspectors. The report ar- 
raigns the sanitary provisions in the 
buildings as abominable and says the 
men ar.;I women 
plunge their un- 


washed hands into the meat to be con- 
verted into foo:l products. The report 
say's the burden of protecting 
the 


cleanliness and wholesomeness of the 
products and the health of the workers 
and improving the conditions must fall 
upon the national government It is 
stated that "department superintend- 
ents seem to ignore all considerations 
except the account book," and proper 
care of the products and of health 
and comfort of the 
employes is im- 


possible, and the consumer conse- 
quently 
suffers. 
"Tuberculosis vic- 


tims expectorate on the spongy wood- 
en floors of the 
dark rooms from 


which, falling scraps of meat are later 
shovelled up to be later converted 
into food products. Even the ordin- 
ary decencies of life are completely 
Ignored," says the report in discussing 
the arrangements for men and women 
employes, the report says further: 
"The whole situation as we saw it in 
these" huge establishments tends neces- 
sarily and inevitably to the moral de- 
gradation of thousands of 
workers, 


who are forced to spend their working 
hours under conditions that are entire- 
ly unnecessary and unpardonable and 
which are a constant menace not only 
to their own health, but to the health 
of those who use the food products 
prepared by them." 


The report urges compulsory exam- 


ination after slaughter; inspection of 
«eats for fore:gn or interstate com- 
merce; increase of inspectors for 
night inspection and special work; 
legislation prohibiting declarations ol 
government inspection on food prod 
vets unless subject to government in- 
spection at every stage of preparation: 
prohibiting interstate transportation of 
any meat or meat food products not in- 
spected and labelled: urges consider- 
ing the question of specific labeling ol 
all carcasses sold ns fresh meat wnicfc 
upon examination after slaughtering 
allow signs otOfsease but are still 
<twn«d svltabJe for food; and recom-

Have a Good Throw- 
ing Arm and a Level 
Head—Light Men---Be 
Fearless, but Not Rash. 
Study "Batsmen.

For years the mainstay behind the bat of 


the ex-champion Boston Americans. 


A good arm and a level bead are the 


two tilings which go together to make 
a good catcher. One is of no great use 
without the other, but combined they 
insure success. 


A good arm frequently fails because 


the brain to use it is lacking. This is 
true not only in running the game, but 
in developing your throwing as well. 


A good niaiiy catchers have arms 


that are perfectly sound and which 
give them no trouble, yet they fail to 
use them to best advantage owiug to 
a failure to study out the best way in 
which to handle themselves. 


To a light man head work is of even 


more importance than it is to one built 
on stouter lines. The latter can take 
more hard knocks without being injur- 
ed and forced~0ut of the game, while a 
lighter built mail must do quick think- 
ing when he takes chances with a 
runner at the plate. 


""Sand" is one of the things a catcher 


must be long on, but even if he is it 
will do him no good if he does not 
ajroid being hurt whenever he can do 
so. 


Fearlessness is one of the things 


which will prevent a catcher from be- 
ing injured, provided it is coupled with 
a cool head and cloar> judgment, but 
mere rashness does 'but little good. 


Head work in a catcher is of the ut- 


most value to his team. A catcher who 
knows his own players and those of 
the opposing team can pull off plays 
which would be impossible without 
that knowledge. This is especially true 
in regard to the opposing batters. 


A catcher is la a good position to tell 


what a batter is doing, and a little
